th. 1 t lias been crushed and the one which 
is now rampant in the halls of Congress 
— a party where loyalty to the Govern- 
ment is a prerequisite to memoer- 
ship. and where no changes in 

that Government's organic features 

will be tolerated; a party, in short, which 
K jccid the unrepentaut guerrilla and the 
coiisolidatiug aliolitionist from its ranks. 

Of the formation of s'lch a party who 
can doubt tlie ncces.sity. that has been an 
observer of Kentucky politics since the 
overthrow of the rebellioii and the gener- 
ous rc.'toraiion of citizenship to the re- ! 
turned rebels. Where in the history of 
the so-called Democracy, in their great , 
convention in May last, or ia their prima- 
ry county mci-iings before that conven- 
tion, or in their coiiiily meetings in these 
later days, which look to the distribution 
of the State otlices next summer, or in the ; 
letters rocotnnicnding candidates for oflice, ' 
or in the speeches of their orators in 1 
county nieetiiigs, Slate conventions, on 
the stump or in the lienate, do we see or 
hear a solitary declaration of attach- , 
mctil to the government of our fathers? 
On the contrary do we not hear 
in each and all of these wuiliiig.s, 
long, loud, and deep, for the “lost cause’’ 
and its gallant defenders, living and dead. 
The columns of their jiapers teem with 
deuunciations of all who do not submit 
to their teachings. “The Sword of 
Uobeil Lc-c," “The Bonnie Blue I'lag, " 
’‘Dixie," and “My Maryland’ are the 
songs they sing. No one hears “The Star- 
sjiangled Banner ’ or “The Bed, White, 
and Blue.” Go to our theaters, and when 
the national airs are played they are lis- 
tened to in listless silence, while the first 
notes of Dixie bring down the house with 
the wildest and imisiest enthusiasm. 
Should it not be the (Wort of loyal men to 
endpavor to make .something else than 
rebel songs, rebel airs, and rebel politics 
fashionable? 

In the old time, before the war, when 
you and I stood together for freedom and 
as a mutter of course against Democracy 
(the genuine article), when a man was rec- 
ommended fur oflice, the first iu the cata- 
logue of his virtues wa.s his attachment to 
the Government. But how is it now? 
One man is recommended for Senator be- 
cause he opposed the Government in all 
its efforts against the rebellion, and re- 
fused persistently to vote a man or a dol- 
lar for the army of the Rejmblic. Another 
is recommended for Governor because, 
though too old to fight himself for South- 
ern l ights, he did all in his power to aid . 
the rebellion while it lasted, and to make I 
citizens dissatisfied with their Government j 
and its action, now that the rebellion is 
over. Ouc is rciommeuJcd because he 
was the first to recruit a company for 
the Southern army in his neighborhood, 
and another because he was Mor- 
gan’s rigtit-hand man and served with 
him all through thewar. One Dcniocralic 
( ?) paper urges the nomination of a full 
ticket, and its election, too. as a public in- 
(lor.'ipmont of the reliellion and a scathing 
rebuke to those old “played out jiulitical 
hacks" who, with all their might and main, 
oi>jioscd the rebellion and endeavored to 
maintain tbe Union of the States. If this 
paper was alone in its eflbrts it would not 
be- so alarming, but unfortunately for the 
country there are many others talking 
and writing in the same manner. A proin- 
iiieiit candidate for gubernatorial honors 
plainly indicates (to my mind), in hispro- 
uuiiciuiiiciito, that he is ready and willing 
to accept the nomination and make the 
ennvass on this platform. Among the 
“anxious” for political honors uext summer 
in this rebel Democratic party are two 
original Union men, but are their 
claims pressed on the ground of their 
Unionism? Not at all. But their uomi- 
tiution is urged (faintly, to he sure) be- 
cause they were “working members of tbe 
Democratic F.vecutive Cominittce ’ in a 
contest which resulted last summer in the 
overwhelmiug defeat of one whose only 
sin was that he had loved his country and 
had fought for it too well. 

Look, t<H), for a moment to the balloting 
for United States Senator in the Kcntucky 
Legislature this winter. Has an original 
rebel or an original sympathizer faltered 
for one nionieij^m the support of their 
randidale, Gi>r>'-'ft’owell? Never. One 
would have supposed that Davis, or Hard- 
ing either, had made themselves “Demo- 
cratic” enough for their dainty stomachs 
by their heat and bitterness; but no, they 
were both original Union men, and these 
Democrats bate with an undying hate 
all who ever bad the “blue” on their 
backs or in their hearts, and I fear, ere 
you are done with them, you will liud it 
out to your cost. Indeed, haven t you 
already found it out? I trust your sub- 
scription list has not suffered, but one of 
the most significant facts in the estah- 
lishment of my position is, that the no- 
tices of county inoetiiigs of the Demo- 
crats are scarcely ever sent to the Jour- 
nal or Democratic Harney, and all, yes, 
every one of them, are sent to the poram- 
bulatiiig Courier for jiuhlication. 

It is clear that theie is neither safety 
nor honor for the con.-'crvative or loy- 
alist in the camji of the Democra- 
cy under its rebel leaders, nor are either to 
be found in the family of the radicals lie 
whose whole heart was enlisted for the 
government a.s it wa.=, in the stormy, 
dark days of the rebellion, cannot 
.>-cek an a.sylum with those who are en- 
gaged in so altering and amending the 
i Constitution that George Washington and 
■ Lis compeers would fail to recognize their 
j creation if they were brought back to 
look at it once more. There can be, there- 
! fore, no afliliution between the coiiserva- 
j live and the Northern radical. But .says 
our modest rebel democrat, you ar 
I hound to go some where; “there can b- 
I but two parties, and you iiuist belong lo 
I one of them or the other.” 1 am yet to 
I learn that there is any limit to the num- 
ber of jiarties in this country, or that, a 
free man is hound to attach himself to 
any party. In Kiigland there have been 
ns many partie.s as three for many years," 

' and even in this country there have been 
quite us many as three parties for years 
' hack, perhaps not iu name but iu fact. 

There were Secessionists, Abolitionist.s and 
. Unionists, ca'.-hin antagonism to the other 
: two. But suppose it is as they .say, why 
did they not think of it when there was 
' a party known as the Union Conservative 
: Democratic party, fully organized and at 
work when the reljel Democracy set up for 
themselves as the Democratic party. It 
seems like mockery for them to give ut- 
terance to this declaration. 'I’liey first 
overthrow the only loyal party in tlie 
State oppo.'-ed to radicalism by setting up 
the rebel Democracy, and then urge the 
overthrown to come to them, be their hew- 
ers of wood and drawers of water, for to ' 
them there is no .safety nor hope save in 
their ranks. In 1800-1 they secede from 
the Government and attempt its de.struc- 
tion, but fail; in I860-6 (having failed in 
their rebellion) they secede from the 
conservative Democracy, overthrow it 
by tbe establishment of their De- 
mocracy, and then proclaim that there 
can bc but two parties, and that all who 
I fail o: refuse to embrace their creed, to 
I denounce the Government, to weep over 
the lost cause, to assert that Lee is a 
I greater man than Grant, and that the test 
of Democracy is reverence for rebellious . 

I mcuories, are disorganizers and friemls of 
Stevens, Sumner, i Co. Their modesty 
is icfreshing. They urge that we must 
cone to them, lor that theirs is a national 
patty, and in harmony with the Northern 
Democracy. This I deny._ 'f he Northern 
Dimocracy, as a body, is loyal. Some 
members of it, like Vallandigham, were 
SMiipathlzers with the reljellion, but they 
&e without honor in their own land, and 
without place or power in their party. 
The great body of the Northern Democ- 
.-acy is loyal, eminently loyal, while the 
Kentucky Democracy ia disloyal, emi- 
nently, persistently, perpetually disloy&l. 
There can be no permanent peace or 



crncord between the two. A hollow truce 
may be patched up for a short campaign, 
but it is a trace which cannot last, anil is 
dangerous to the parties to it while it 
does la.st. 

We propoie the organization of the Con- 
servative Unmn party, or the revival of it 
as on organization in which all friends of 
our (iovernment can meet ou terms of 
jierfect eijuality, and as a j>arty which 
must be in perfect jJirnpiuV with the 
Northern Democracy, no matter ’oy what 
name our party may lie called.

Great excitement was caused in Wall j 
street yesterd.iy, resulting in a partial ! 
panic, by_ the announcement that the 
Bank of North America had suffered the 
loss of ?-'200,000 through the failure of 
Messrs. Meyer A Co., brokers, and that 
the I’resideiit of the bank had died yes- 
terday morning at his residence, No. 25 
West Thirtieth street. The news spread 
rapidly, and gained in extravagance as it 
flew, till what at first was but a mole-hill 
augmented into a mountain. Strange 

stories were set in circulation about the 
bank, its President, and tbe firm alluded 
to, and soon other firms were said to be i 
involved. The consequence was that ' 
stocks tumbled, and that a general dis- I 
trust was begat in the market. Business ! 
was conducted ou all sides with extreme ; 
caution. As far as can be learned, it ap- | 
jiears that Messrs. A. .1, Meyer & Co., | 
brokers, doing business at the corner of i 
Broad street and Exchange place, over- | 
drew their account yesterday on the ; 
Bank of North America to the amount ' 
of 5=2 19.000, and were unable to meet their i 
obligations when exjiectcd. 'Fhe checks ^ 
were presented on Wednesday morning by , 
a member of the firm, but. as they had no 
deposits iu the bank at that time, the 
paying teller declined to assume tbe re- 
spoii.sibility of certifying dra.Bs for so 
large an amount. Mr. Meyer then aji- 
pealed to the President of the bank, Jno. 

P. Yelverton, who, having full confidence 
that security would promptly be furnished, 
certified the checks. In the afternoon it 
was rejiorted that Me.ssrs. Meyer haihsu-s- ' 
tallied large losses in Pennsylvania stocks, | 
and then that they hail been completely | 
ruined by the failure of another company. ; 
These rejiorts, and the failure of Messrs, j 
Meyer to produce the required security, | 
vrought so much upon the nervous sys- 
tem of Mr. Yelverton that he was seized | 
with an attack of apoplexy that evening, j 
and died yesterday nioriiing about uiiie ; 
o’clock. 

The directors of the bank state that its I 
stability will not in the least be afl'ected , 
by the overdraft, which will only consume 
about one-half of its surplus. The board 
will probably publish a statement of its 
affairs tc-day or to-morrow. Messrs. Meyer 
ii Go. bate kejit an account with the bank : 
for three years, and have always had very | 
satisfactory balances; and the slightest 
su.spiclon of a want of integrity ou their | 
part has never been entertained. | 

The commotion at the Bankers’ Board • 
and the Stock Exchange was very great 
yesterday afternoqn. In addition to what 
has been stated above, it was said that 
some stocks that had been “cliqued ' for a 
long time were thrown on tbe market by 
tlie bunks that hypothecated them. There 
were rumors that several prominent lirms 
had failed with heavy liabilities, and the 
e.xciteinent on the street during the after- 
noon was intense. The President of the 
Ojien Board of Brokers, Mr. E. B. Hart, 
made a speech to them about 3 o'clock, in 
which he said that Messrs. Meyer A Co., 
with their lawyer, wer- then closeted with 
the directors of the bank, and that the 
probability was that a satisfactory settle- 
ment would be made. 

Mr. Yelverton, the president of the 
bank, enjoyed the entire confidence of the 
Board ot Directors, and was l>eIoved aud 
respected by all who knew or dealt with 
him. He was of a very susceptible nature, 
and tbe responsibility that he assumed in 
this affair and its unfortunate termination 
so worked upon his mind that his circula- 
tion was disturbed, and apoplexy and 
death were the results. The decea.sed for 
six or seven years has bee n_ largely en- 
gaged in railroad and banking afi'airs. 
He was the principal agent in csta’olislung 
the Potsdam, Ogdensburg, and Ottawa 
(Canada) Bead. About three years ago 
he headed the excursion of a body of gen- 
tlemen from this State to the Canajian 
terminus of the road, where they met with 
a welcome not to be forgotten. 

Meyer A Co. were formerly brokers in 
Chicago, and came to this city about three 
years ago. They did a large business, 
amounting, it is said, to $.'1,000,000 a week, 
and have always been able heretofore to 
promptly meet their liabilities.

—The fact ' 
of the awakening of the Southern people 
to the importance of manufacturing, and ' 
to a sense of the true value of the raechan- ' 
ic, is oue good that results from the late . 
war. Never was there a time in their his- 
tory when they were more alive to this 
important object than now, and this by a 
seeming common assent Editors of the ' 
Southern papers are urging upon the peo- 
ple the necessity of employing the water- 
power that their States afford, and capital- 
ists are putting their funds into a practi- ’ 
cal form for operatlont. Railroads are 
being constructed, mineral wealth devel- 
oped, and factories and machinery erect- 
ed. The agricultural element is receiving 
an Impulse in the same proportion. A < 
new energy has been developed in the , 
whole South, and an element arousqd that 
, tvill tell for ages upon its people and pros- 
perity. 

I Virginia — a State rich in mines and 

I abounding in great water-power and facili- 
ties for manufacturing— is upon the right 
track, and bids fair to take a stand among 
the (at present) more developed of her 
Northern sister St.ites. She has been the 
foremost of the Southern States in manu- ■ 
facturing goods; but now she is advancing . 
with rapid strides to a still higher position 
and will soon compete with the North to i 
furnish her supply of commercial wealth. 

In Tennessee we hear good encourage- ; 
meut of tbe success of her cotton factorie.s. 
She is reported to have twelve mills, with 
a total of fourteen thou.sand spindles with 
a capital invested of $673,500, producing 
an aggregate value of manufactured goods 
to the amount of $1,030,000. 

In Georgia we learn that in tbe State 
there are in process of erection seventy- ' 
two mills for the production of cotton and , 
woollen goods alone, and attention is turn- 
ed iu the direction of the production of 
calicoes and printed fabrics. This is a sur- 
prising fact; but it is the natural conse- 
quence following on tbe events of the last 
five years, Augusta, one factory turned 
out the last year 6, 110,000 yards of cloth, 
and Las a capital of $6011,000. i 

It is stated that there are at this time in 
South Carolina eleven cotton factories iu 
successful operation, running 27,200 spin- | 
dies and 996 looms, the largest one, the , 
Kalmia Mills, having lO.OOO spindles and ; 
GOO looms; and the smallest one, the Val- j 
ley Falls Factory, having 500 spindles. | 

North Carolina is following in the foot- | 
stejis of the other States. In the vicinity 
of Fayetteville there are over a dozen cot- ; 
ton factories. At Baleigh a factory is to ; 
be built for the manufacture of cotton and | 
woollen goods of a finer quality. .VtChar- ; 
lutte, a mill turns out cloths and cassi- 
nieres of a superior quality. This mill 
runs 2.500 spindles, and con.sumes about 
.3.000 pounds of wool weekly, or about 150,- 
IK>0 pounds yearly. 

At Carrolton, Miss., i.s a factory which , 
will employ nearly two hundred spindles. 
At Camden, Wilcox county, Ala., a weal- i 
thy comjiany is erecting a large factory, to 
be filled with the most approved machin- ! 
ery. In Marengo and Sumter counties ar- ' 
rangements are making for e.xteasive 
manufacturing operations. _ _ i 

These are but an index of the spirit 
awakened in the whole South, and it seems ' 
to point out that the entire country will at ' 
one day be tilled with busy shops anil 
mills, and will teem with wealth produced : 
by her manufactories. |

one ounce of sugar, one ounce of saltpeter. 
Use one ounce of the eompo-sition for one 
pound of butter. It should he stamped 
and left to cool before putting iu jars. 
Butter prepared in this way should not 
be used for two or three weeks. You will 
find that your butter will be very fine, as 
it ■will hare no brittle or .salty look or 
taste. By following this course your but- 
ter will keep the year through, iu warm as 
well as cold weather.

As every- 
body is now interested in the drawer of 
the opera house, and especially as every- 
bo.Iy must be pleased with the personal 
traiu di.<«closed in this epistle, we here- 
with present it to our renders: 

Praimb DC Koi her, Ii.i.., Jan. 22, 1367. 

Dear Danibi.: 1 was very much aston- 
ished last evening, at about seven o’clock, 
by the sndden appearance of two men 
making their appearance in our bed-r(x>n^ 
where I sat reading bv the side of wife s 
bed, with the sudden announcement that 
I had drawn the oj>era house in Chicago.

Pecxim} Old Peach Trees. — Daniel 
Barker, of the Maryland .Agricultural CoF 
lege, furnishes the American Farmer a 
statement of his mode of pruning an'l 
managing old peach tre^ by which be 
preserves or restores their vigor, obtains 
crops of fine fruit, and adds much to their 
longevity. Believing his practice might 
be adopted with advantage by others, we 
copy the following, containing the essen- 
tial part: 

“In pruning old trees, we endeavor to 
keep in view the<R’ipplytng the tree with 
young wood, and the removal of all old 
and useleis parts, more than loo ki:\g t "» 
the forming of a handsome head, ’vt^h is 
nearly impo.isible to do in many old trees. 
The small weak shoots from the smaller 
main stems we remove entirely, brins(ing 
a young strong shoot, if such can be se- 
lected, np in their places; the maia 
branches, if too crowded, we thin out so 
that there may lie a clear distance of fr >ia 
16 to 20 inches apart; a proper number of 
last year'.s shoots we are rvry careful to 
retain about 10 or 12 inches apart, along 
the main branche.s, to produce fruit We 
■ever leave any of these fruit-producing 
.shoots, hut ou tbe upper tide of the branch, 
as when they are left upon the lower .si fe, 
the tree becomes crowded with wood, to 
the exclnsion of light and air to the tree. 

If the shoots are not more than 6 inches 
in length, we do not sh'irten them, or if 
there l>e nothing but fruit buds on them; 
but where the shoots have .some two or 
more fruit buds, and a w.mkI bud between 
them, they should, if more than It) inches, 
be pruned to a wood bud. being careful to 
leave sufficient frnit buds below the prun- 
ing to produce a crop. In tbe pruning of 
the young ^,>ts it is neces-iary to leave 
a wood bud *"he e.xiremity, in order to 
draw the s;vp into the fruits which are 
situate<l below it. Thi.s prnning is done • 
early in the .ipring after the tree iNURmen- 
ces to swell its bod.i, as the uninitiated will 
then be better able to distinguish w<mk) 
from fruit bnd.i. All pruning of the young 
shoots should be "to a wood bud. 

In addition to this treatment, a top- 
dressing of compost made frooa cow ma- 
nure i.s spread around each tree in au- 
tuRin to a distance of six or eight feet. 
Stronger manures do not succeed so well 
We find good cultivation more important 
for peach trees than much manure, but 
where necessary, both should be given. 

In the case above quoted, thorough search 
is made for borers.

SkatcE were first made of bones — as at- 
tests one ancient historian of London, 
who dtscr bts, in the queer old English 
j way. the rude beginnings of what has now 
' been re duced to a fine art of the most deli- 
^ cate and fascinating sort. He says:

I watereth the walls of the citie on the 
I north side I is frozen, many young men 
play upon the yce, some stryding a.s wide 
as they may. and sliding swiftly.

The subject — Edgar Allen Poe — was 
handled by the lecturer last evening in 
really a masterly style.

It seemed to us iu listening to 
the happily associated words of the lec- 
turer, that we were enjoying in the beauti- 
ful and truly musical prose story being 
toldj almost the same pleasure enjoyed al- 
ways by all who revel in the rhythmical 
harmony of verse, that we associate only 
with the name of Poe. The lecturer 
began with the early history of the 
gifted but eccentric and erratic 
genius whose history and eharac-ter he 
discussed. The sou of an actress, he was 
born in Baltimore in January, ir^ll. He 
was the second born of three children. 
Being bright and lively, and giving 
promise of great success in the field of 
literary labor, Edgar was adopted by John 
Allan, a wealthy citizen of Richmond, and 
at his expense educated iu the University 
at Charlottesville, in Virginia. He was 
naturally reckless, devoid of veneration , 
or gratitude, and permitting vanity to sway 
him when the balance turiu-J in praise, 
he soon became ajvictim to flattery, and 
dissipation and profligacy entailed the 
miseries that have so frequently darkened 
the path of the star of genius. 

Entering the field of literary la’uor, he 
.soon became famous as a poet and a 
critic. Squandering the earnings that 
were scanty even in his palmiest days, he 
was dazzled by his success, and in retort 
on those who criticised him harshly, and 
on those who refused his demands, he 
grew info cynicism and misanthropy. 
Philanthropy was at an early age a dislin- 
gui.-hing feature of kis character. The 
rich and endearing fruits of a well-culti- 
vated aud prolific brain enuring but poor- I 
ly to his bodily comforts, the love j 
of his fellow-men gradually waned, I 
finally darkened into mistru.st. and went I 
out in a night of misanthropy that is beau- | 
tifully typified in the lines from ‘‘the Ra- 
ven," that body for the despair of a heart 
that writhed under misfortune, and that 
could not hope to rise above it.
